from Bordentown to Morgan will be

Proposals for rehabilitation of th^j 
Delaware and Raritan Canal or con­ 
struction along its approximate route 
of a ship canal have been mad" from 
time to time in recent years by groups 
interested in completion of an inland 
waterway between Maine and Florida. 
Army engineers last year reported 
the proposal for a ship canal, 27 feet 
deep and 300 feet wide, to cost $210,- 
000,000 
would be unfeasible at that 
price. 
Since that time efforts to ob­ 
tain support for construction of some 
sort of a waterway have continued. 
The State Board of Commerce and 
Navigation was advised yesterday a 
special 
board 
of

engineers 
would undertake a survey of the area 
to determine the advisability of ( (in­ 
structing a barge canal 14 feet deep 
and 150 feet wide.

State and an ideal year-round 
vacationland. 
A Travel Club member wall re­ 
ceive a membership card and a 
travel record card. 
Membership 
will be issued for one year. 
A 
record of travel trips is to be 
kept, indicating the places vis­ 
ited. dates, and mileages of the 


trips. This record is to be sent to 
tin Publicity Commission before 
expiration of membership for re­ 
newal. 
Each member will be placed on 
a special mailing list for travel 
literature, including maps, book­ 
lets, etc., illustrating scenic gems 
throughout the State. The com­ 
mission expressed the hope that a 
monthly travel magazine, featur­ 
ing scenic pictures, can be pub­ 
lished for Travel Club members. 
Pennsylvania has a population 
of almost 10,000,000. 
There are 
more than 
2,000,000 
automobile 
owners, and yet it is estimated 
that fewer than IO per cent, of 
our own citizens have done very 
much traveling outside their own 
county. 
Join this movement now and 
get to see Pennsylvania’s scenery 
which is unsurpassed throughout 
the country. The aim of the Travel 
Club plan is to urge our own cit­ 
izens to travel over the State high­ 
way system of more than 40,000 
miles — the greatest in the Na­ 
tion — to see the beautiful moun­ 
tains, deep ravines, picturesque 
lakes, gorgeous waterfalls, inter­ 
esting caverns, splendid farms, im­ 
portant industrial areas, and its 
hundreds of historic places.
